The work includes, but is not 
limited to, various trail crossings improvements at three highest priority crossings at Glenview Road and

& Cermak Road on the Salt Creek Bicycle Trail, as well as signage and pavement markings 
improvements on the Tinley Creek Bicycle Trail.
